Carbolic Acid in Chicago. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLE IS CAUSE 


WIDOW IS WITH HER FATHER IN

vivial Habits and Their Separation 
Caused Him to Become

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Nov. 11L.—Lit- 
tle surprise was caused here by the re- 
ports from Little Rock that the body which 
was shipped from this city there is not be- 
lieved to be that of Newell C. Rathbun, 
former army recruiting officer. i 
Last Wednesday two men registered at 
the Falls City Hotel under the names of 
William Ten Ekye and Newell C. Rathbun. 
The latter was rather stout and clean 
shaven. He gave St. Louis as his residence. 
The two later left the hotel and returned 
some time during the night, entering by the 
hall passage. 
Ten Eyke Thursday morning at 7 o’clock 
told the hotel clerk that Rathbun wished 
to sleep a little longer. He then paid his 
bill and left, and since then he has. not 
been sean. 
At noon, as Rathbun did not appear, the 
clerk went to his room. 
He found the occupant of the room dead, 
and the place filled with the smell of laud- 
anum. 
The coroncr was notified and examined 
the corpse, but held no post-mortem. 
He stated that the man had been dead 
fully eight hours, and suggested the theory 
of suicide, as laudanum was ‘found in the 
room. The suggestion was made to the 
nuthorities that some fraud had been per- 
petrated, and it was hinted that for some 
purpose then unknown, a rorpse might have 
been carried into the room by the two men 
who occupied it and laudgmum placed there 
to indicate suicide.

SAVANNAH, Mo., Nov. 11.—The trial of 
Mrs. Addie B. Richardson is the opening 
case in the County Court this morning. 
She is charged with complicity in the mur- 
der of Frank W. Richardson, her husband, 
last Christmas eve, at their home. 

Her counsel, State Senator Brewster, will 
probably ask for a change of venue on the 
ground of prejudice in the neighborhood. 
He ig confident of acquittal in five min- 
utes before a fair jury, he says. 

Mrs. Richardson is now at liberty on $20,- 

000 bond, furnished by John D. Richardson 
of Chicago, brother of the murdered man, 
and head of the American Biscuit Co. 
Senator Brewster is also on the bond. She 
has been living here since the bond was 
given. 
Senator Brewster and his law partner, 
Judge Huston of St. Joseph, and Col. Jule 
Saunders of Savarnah have been employed 
to defend Mrs. Richardson, and Hon. 
Charlies Booher and Stephen Fee, both of 
Andrew County, will assist Prosecuting At- 
torney Lloyd Booher. At least three of the 
lawyers engaged in the case are the peers 
of any in north Missouri, and when the 
case finally comes to trial it promises to be 
a bitter struggle. 


Owing to local conditions, the prosecuting 
attorney and his associates are unusually 


anxious to retain the case in Andrew Coun- 


ty ror trial, and the prosecution of the 
peweren for a change will undoubtedly be 
ought to the last ditch by them.

Company Held to Be Citizen of Kansas 
and Case Goes to the Federal 
Court. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—A decision was 
rendered by the United States Supreme 
Court today in the case of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railway Co. versus the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners of the State of Missouri. The case 
came to the Supreme Court on writ of er- 
ror from the Supreme Court of the State 


court was reversed. The opinion 
handed down by Justice Brewer. The prin- 
cipal point at issue was on the question 
of the removal of the case to the federal 


courts. ’ 

The case involves the legality of the 
charge made by the railroad company for 
the passage of freight and passengers over 
its bridge acrosg the Missouri river at 
Boonville, Mo. 

‘The state law fixes the rate for carrying 
passengers in Missouri at 3 cents per mile, 
and it seems that the railroad company at- 
tached an extra charge of 25 cents for their 
transportation across the bridge, and that 
an extra charge was also made for freight 
crossing the bridge. The practice was at- 
tacked by the rallroad commissioners and 
sult brought in the state courts to enjoin 
the railroad company. In the Supreme Court 
of the state the law was sustained. 

Application was made to remove the case 
to the federal courts on the ground that the 
railroad company is a citizen of Kansas. 

The motion to this effect was overruled 
by the State Supreme Court and it is this 
opinion that is now reversed. The case, 
therefore, goes back for further proceed- 
ings.

Seven men were buried under a falling 
wall at the ‘“‘white house’ at the National 
Stockyards in East St. Louis at 10:30 o’cloek 
Monday forenoon. Two o fthem were fatal- 
ly injured. The other five were seriously 


injured. 

The doctors say the two cannot survive 
longer than a few hours. 

The men were employed as wreckers on 
the “‘white house,’’ formerly used as a 
packing house, which is being torn down to 
make room for a new building which is to 
be erected by Armour & Co. They were 
working under the north wall of the oid 
building, removing debris. A strong wind 
was blowing from the south against the 
wall, which had been exposed by the Lear- 
ing away of the rest of the building. 

‘Yhe wal Istood 4 feet high and was 15 
inches thick. The top half of it, for a dis- 
tance of 50 feet, fell and completely buried 
the workmen under tons of brick and mor. 
tar and window frames. 

Several who were working with them, 
but were not so close under the wall, es- 
caped by running back when they heard the 
wall begin to give way. 

As soon as the dust cleared a hundred 
men fell to work digging out the victims of 
the accident. Three were taken out un- 
conscious. All of them were.carried to an 
office near by and ambulances and sur- 
Ss were telephoned for. 

# short time three ambulances from 
the Kenner & Brichler undertaking stables 
and half a dozen doctors were on the 
scene. Two of the men who were still un- 
conscious were hurried to St. Mary's Hos- 
pital. The others were sent to St. Marys 
and to the Henrietta Hosp‘tal. 

The two men were known to the foreman 
only by numbers, which they had in their 
pockets, these corresponding with numbers 
and names on the books. hey were iden- 
tified by these numbers after they were 
taken to the hospital. It is not known 
where they live. It is supposed that they 
all live in East St. Louis. 

The men were employed by a man named 
Cunningham, who was sent down from Chi- 
cago by the Armour people to superintend 
the demolition of the building. 

It is feared that there may be other men 
buried under the great pile of brick and 
mortar arid a force of men is at work dig- 
ging it away.

A trio of small boys—Walter Allen, Oscar 
Stroh and George Suessman—had leading 
roles in a blood-and-thunder melodrama 
Stunday, the denouement manifesting in the 
Dayton Street Police Court Monday morn- 
ing.

This moved the governor to his approval 
of Sunimmary vengeance against the editor 
and following are extracts from the editors 
reply, which will be published in his paper 
over his own signature.

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MORAL FORCES AND THE PCLICEMAN’S CLUB. 
Judge William J. Gaynor of the New York Supreme Court, In 
an article on the police power, in “Social Service,’ points out 
that a peace officer has. not much greater power of arrest than 
the private citizen. Either may arrest another for a crime com- 
mitted in his presence; either may arrest without a warrant for 
a felony not in his presence, but in this case the policeman only 
is not Hable to be sued for false imprisonment. 

It will be observed that the peace officer has little more au- 
thority than the private citizen; and his advantage is granted by 
the citizens. The policeman is a servant, not a master. 

After enumerating some of the abuses of authority, Judge Gay- 
nor turns to the greatest abuse of all. “In my judgment,’ he 
says, “it is the most dangerous thing in the community that the 
policeman should have anything whatever to do with elections. 
Why should he be in the election place or even near it?” Nine- 
tenths of the election frauds in large cities are, in Judge Gay- 
uor’s opinion, committed by the police or under their protection 
“Policemen with clubs in their hands will never reform the 
community,’ says Judge Gaynor. “The morals of a city can be 
uplifted more by education than by any other influence, and the 
place to begin is in our public schools. If you want to reform 
the government, commence on a high plane. Set in motion sen- 
timent, set in motion human laws, which will inevitably have an 
effect upon the whole community. But whether we want to re- 
form poor women or whether we want to reform gamblers, or 
whatever we want to do in the way of reform, we must not re- 
sort to that dangerous expedient, the police. The social prob- 
lems now before us must be solved by moral forces or not at all 
Neither the policeman nor the policeman’'s club will do it.”’ 

This is the view of a lawyer and jurist, a close observer and a 
man who, for years, has been in the midst of actual affairs. As 
a result of practical experience Judge Gaynor’s conclusion is 
well worth considering.

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BABIES WANTED IN FRANCE. 


According to Mr. William E. Curtis, a competent 
whose statistics appear in Thursday's Post-Dispatch, the contin- 
uous decline of the birthrate in France has ceased to be of mere- 
ly theoretical or scientific interest. It is practically important. 

In 1874 the birthrate was 27.1 per 1000. In 1899 it was 21.7. The 
deathrate has continued steady at about 22. 

Since 1891 the population has increased only 330,000. During th: 
last 50 years the increase has been only 3,000,000, while Italy has 
gained 12,000,000, Austria 15,000,000, Great Britain 14,000,090, Ger- 
many 21,000,000, the United States 54,000,000 and Russia 62,000,000. 
Among the very rich only # wemen in a thousand between Il» 
and 35 are mothers. Among those classed as rich only 53 in a thou- 
sand are mothers. Rising with the decline in material prosperity 
the greatest number is found among the ordinary laborers; 18 
women in a thousand of this class are mothers. 

There are 3,848,572 families without children, 2,630,834 with one 
child, 2,364,002 with two children, 1,580,960 with three and only l,- 
222,110 with more than three. 

The great need of France is babies. No babies, no men; no 
men, no nation. Unless the supply of childrén is increased, France 
must sink to a minor position and take rank with Spain, Holland, 
Belgium and Switzerland. 

The French think too much of individual material prosperity 
and too little of national spiritual vigor. They cannot hope to 
maintain their present position if comfort fs their only ideal. 
too . 

Senator Hanna’s ship subsidy scheme is in line with his views 
on the perpetuation of exorbitant tariff duties.

ALTHOUGH SUFFERING ACUTELY, 
STRUGGLED TO SWITCH TARGET. 


As Train Swept by he Staggered and 
Fell on His Face Lifeless—Vic- 
tim of Dropsy for 
Years. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.--Philip Baker's last 
act was in the line of duty. A moment be- 
fore he died he threw a switch for a Wa- 
bash train, giving it a clear track, then 
turned and fell dead. Had the spark of 
life gone out a few seconds sooner the on- 
coming train would have crashed into cars 
standing on another track. 

For years Baker has been troubled with 
dropsy and had been out of a hospital but a 
short time, where he went for treatment. 
He had been employed as trainman by the 
Wabash read. When his bodily ills be- 
came so great that he could no longer prop- 
erly perform his duties with a train crew 


he was given charge of the Chicago & 
Western Indiana switches at Fortieth 
street. 

He complained when he left for work in 
the morning that he was ill, but he could 
not be persuaded to stay away from his 
post. He arrived at his tiny switch shanty 
promptly on the hour—7 o'clock. Though 
suffering intensely with pains about his 
heart, he kept a sharp eye on the tracks. 

It was but a few minutes after he went 
on duty that down the track his practiced 
eye picked out of the haze of smoke and 
Steam the black front of a locomotive. He 
had no need to consult time tables to find 
out what train it was. He knew. And he 
also knew just where it should go. He 
knew that if the switch in front of his 
shanty was not set immediately there 
would be a smashup and perhaps an engi- 
neer and a fireman buried beneath a mass 
of hot: steel and wood. 

Baker was sick, but a sick switchman 
was of small account beside a telescoped 
freight train and a blocked road. He made 
his way with much effort to the target, un- 
locked the upright bar and threw it around. 
Then he waved his hand to show that al! 
was clear and turned toward his shanty. A 
Step that faltered, another and the switch- 
tende” pitehed forward on his face. 

The train, which by faithful devotion to 
duty was saved from a wreck, was stopped 
and the man was picked up. He was ilte- 
less and the. police were notified. The body 
was taken to MclInerney’s undertaking 
rooms, 748 West Forty-third street. 

Baker had no relatives in Chicago, so far 
as is known. He had lived here for a num- 
ber of years and was well known among 
railway employes. His kinfolk live in West 
Gardner, Mass. They were notified, as was 
the secretary of the Globe-Atho!l Lodge No.

MISS STONE'S DEATH RUMORED 


The Missionary and Her Companion 
| Have Been in Captivity for 
Ten Weeks.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 11.—There is a 
persistent rumor here that Ellen M. Stone, 
the American woman missionary who, to- 
gether with her Bible reader, Mrs. Tsilka 


has been a captive in the hands of brigands 
nearly ten weeks, is dead. 

The American diplomatic agent here, 
Charles M. Dickinson, who has been tire- 
less in his efforts to rescue Miss Stone, and 
is even now in communication with her 
captors, is incredulous. He reasons that the 
reward offered for Miss Stone's release is 
so large as to appeal to the cupidity of the 
whole band of ruffians, every one of whom 
is aware that not a cent will be paid unless 
Miss Stone is delivered alive into the hands 
of representatives of the United States. 

Yet many here believe the report because 
it is known that Yanne Sandansky, tho 
brigand chief, lately threatened to kill her, 
ransom or no ransom. 

The brigands aré said to have been treat- 
ing Miss Stone with more séverity of late 
in order to compel acceptance of their 
terms. 

They stopped at the village of Smetchevo 
two weeks ago, and then went to the mon- 
astery of Rilo, but the troups were soon on 
their heels and the bandits fled back toward 
the Turkish frontier, where they are now 
hiding, ; 

Mr. Dickinson had an interview today 
with the Bulgarian minister of the interior, 
Mr. Sarafoff, and notified him officially 
that the United States will hold the gov- 
ernment of Bulgaria responsible if iss 
Stone dies or is killed, or is already dead.

the brigands by Bulgarian authorities, thus

After having vouched 
the monarch’s hand and reselveud a few 
words of grace, the visitors, almost with- 
out exception, left with the impression that 
McGovern looks like a pugilist, acts like a 
jovial boy and resembles an actor in no par- 
ticular. 

Pictures of Terry have given a fair idea 
of kis physical appearance. ‘The strong 
frame, iron jaw and chin and tawny mane 
hanging over his eyes are characterist'c 
fentu.cs. 

Terry’s face has one peculiarity. Viewed 
from the side, his concave profile lends an 
poeeranes of grimness that is absolutely 
be oe by the front view, which is almost 
smiling.

Anheuser-Busch Property Probably 
Was Ignited by Sparks From Melo- 
drama Explosion. 


The Anheuser-Busch opera house at 
Belleville was destroyed by fire early Mon- 


day morning. 
St. Paul's Free Protestant Church and the 


school hall and parochial residence adjoin- 
ing were damaged. 


Jacob Wildermann, 
come by smoke. 

The flames were fanned by a strong wind. 

It is considered certain that the fire Was 
caused by sparks from an explosion at Sun- 
day night’s perform: ince at the playhouse. 

“Across the Trail,’’ a lurid melodrama, 
was the play. In the third act there was 
explosion of dynamite. As a bit of realism 
it was very effective. It filled the files with 
sparks and the auditorium with smoke. and 
many in the audiencé were frightened. 

It is supposed that some of the sparks 
smoldered in the files. 

At 1:30 o'clock a pedestrian saw flames 
through the stage windows. He ran to the 
police station and gave the alarm. 

When the fireman arrived thé entire stage 
was in flames. 

The fact that it was at the north end of 
the building and that the wind was from 
the south gave the firemen an advantage. 

For the first 20 minutes the water pres- 
sure was weak and the firemen were handl- 
capped. When a good pressure was ob- 
tained they fought the flames from the 
auditorium and from the west and north 
s 
‘The heat was very intense and the wind 
carried the flames across a street and 1 
nited the belfry of St. Paul's Chure 
Prompt work by the firemen saved the 
church. but its exterior and the school 
hall and parochial residence, oecupied by 
Rey. Brich Becker, was damaged to the 
extent of 8500. 

The opera house was a total less. An an- 
nex at the front of the building was left 
standing, but was burned out inside. The 
icss on the building is about $23,000. It was 
owned by Adolphus Busch of St. Louis. 
The loss ts covered by insurance. The 108s 
on the contents was about $25,000, only par- 
tially eovered by insurance. 

The bookings for the opera house will be 
fillled at Liederkranz Hall.

PARTY LINES ARE NOT DRAWN 
IN THIS CONTEST. 


IT A QUESTION OF COLOR 


The New Instrument Provides for the 
Practical Disfranchisement 
of the Negro. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 11.—The citl- 
zens of Alabama are voting for the rati- 
fication or the rejection of the constitu- 
tion formulated by the recent constitu- 
tional convention. For several weeks a 
warm campaign has been waging and the 
people have beeen fully informed as to the 
provisions of the proposed instrument. 

The calling of the constitutional conven- 
tion was a measure of the Democratic 
party, but on the question of ratification 
neither the Democrats nor the Republicans 
drew party lines. Many prominent Repub- 
licans favor the adoption of the new or- 
ganic law, while many influential Demo- 
crats are opposing it. The proposed cgonsti- 
tution has for its main purpose the dis- 


franchisement of the negro and at the same 
time to leave the ballot in the hands of 
every white man in‘the state. The advo- 
cates of the new instrument say that this 
will be brought about by the adoption of 
the proposed constitution. It provides for 
a lieutenant governor, increases the terms 
of state officers to four years, lowers the 
limit of taxation and makes many other 
changes from the fundamental law under 
which the state is now being governed. 
The main fight on the constitution has 
been on the registration system and the 
suffrage clause. It is claimed by the op- 
position to the new instrument that many 
white men will be disfranchised, ag the 
registrars have too much power and can 
register or reject voters at their will, This 
is denied by leaders of the ratification 
movement, 

The Republicans are divided on the issue 
and are taking sides with the opposing fac- 
tions of Democrata.

Soon after marriage No. 3 took place Mr. 
and Mrs. Coffin went to the latters sum- 
mer home, Greenacre farm, near Antioch 
lake. There they lived for a shirt iime. 
One day, however, Mr. Coffin went away. 
Then Mrs. Coffin deserted the banks of 
Cross lake, where her home is situated, 
and it is now openly Iked that there 
has been another separation. 

It was less than three weeks ago that 
Mrs. Coffin surprised Chicago people by 
marrying Frank Coffin, who was her first 
and second husband, and from whom she 
had been twice divorced, 

The news developed when Albert J. Stone, 
brother-in-law of Mrs. Coffin, appeared in 
court at Waukesha, Wis., and asked per- 
mission for her to wed again. This per- 
mission was necessary under a new Wis- 
consin law which forbids divorced persons 
from marrying within one year from the 
time of the decree without the consent of 
a@ court of record. 

The divorce from Mr. Walker was grant- 
ed six weeks prior to the request to re- 
marry Mr. Coffin. At that time Walker was 
manager of the Fountain house in Wau-

HUSBAND'S FOES 


Cashier Robbed of Bank's 
Funds While Drunk by 
Gamblers, 


SHE CANNOT BE BLUFFED 


SOME PROMINENT MEN ARE IM- 
PLICATED. 


Prospect That Fight Will Land Him 
and Many Others in Penitentiary— 
His Stealings Were 
$71,964. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 11.—A plucky wife, 

rendered desperate by the disgrace of her 
husband and the breaking up of her home, 
has taken society at Washington, Daviess 
County, by the throat, and, turning a deaf 
ear to its appeals as well as its threats, has 
caused the greatest sensation that ever 
stirred an Indiana community. 
Richard C. Davis was for years the trust- 
ed cashier of the People’s National Bank of 
Washington and moved in the best society 
of the place He had a beautiful home, gave 
entertainments on a large scale, and he 
and his wife stood at the head of select 
socia] circles. One day he fell sick and the 
assistant cashier was assigned to his du- 
ties. It was soon discovered that there was 
something radically wrong with the books. 
and an investigation showed that Davis 
was an embezzler to the extent of $71,946.22. 
He turned over what property he had and 
the directors made up the deficiency, and 
were disposed to drop the matter. 


In the meantime Davis had recovered 
but, despite the fact that his stealingsehad 
been of the boldest possible character, no 
movement was made toward his arrest. He 
refused to state to the directors what had 
become of the large amount of money taken 
from the bank, and the social circles in 
which he moved were completely eo 
by the developments, for it was regarded as 
impossible for him to have lived up so 
much money in so short a time. 

Mrs. Davis was the only person in Wash- 
ington that knew that her husband had 
kept late hours and that he often came 
home in an intoxicated condition. She final- 
ly extorted a confession from him and was 
soon in possession of the names of the men 
who had won his stealings, the places where 
the losses occurred and the conditions un- 
der which the games had been played. Da- 
vis, it seems, had kept an exact account 
of his losses, and this was placed in the 
hands of his wife. Then she consulted a 
lawyer, and a few days later the attorney 
went among the gambling houses, present- 
ed bills for the amount of Davis’ losses and 
threatened suit in the name of the wife if 
the sums were not paid. 

That night the house of Davis was the 
scene of an animated meeting. A number 
of society young men, who had played with 
Davis, oan several of the gamblers and 

ambling house keepers called upon Mrs. 
Davis and appealed to her not to sue, 
saying, in effect, that the contemplated 
suits would compromise many persons wfth 
whom she had been on terms of intimacy 
for years. 

A long list of “prominent’’ business men, 
including some church members-and Sun- 
day school teachers, was presented as the 
names of those who had been with her 
husband, or, at least, had witnessed the 
games in which he played, and she was 
asked not to expose these people by a 
trial in court, 

The plea was refused and then the, as- 
sembled company resorted to threats. ey 
declared that they would lay the case be- 
fore the federal grandjury and would nave 
the husband sent to the penitentia if she 
persisted, but if she would drop the con- 
templated suits they would guarantee nim 
immunity from arrest. Davis himself was 
induced to plead for his old friends, but 
neither threats nor appeals for mercy 
avalled withthe wife. 

She replied that they had robbed her 
husband at cards and other games and 
that, unless the i{ll-gotten gains were re- 
stored at once, she would file the suit and 
collect the amount at law. She charged 
the gamblers with entering into a conspir- 
acy to rob her husband by first making 
him drunk, and declared that they were a 
party to is wrong-doing because they 
must have known that he did not come 
honestly by the money which he lost. The 
gamblers either could not or would not 
settle and suits were immediately filed in 
Mrs. Davis’ name to recover a total of $30,- 
900, and then Davis himself filed suits to 
recover $8000. 

The defendants are all well-known gam- 
blers or gambling house keepers, and the 
bondsmen of the latter are also made de- 
fendants in the several cases. The men 
who are thus made defendants are Mat- 
thew Kelly, Dallas Tyler, Addie Dillard, 
John Brennan, Charles Hart, Charles Rob- 
erts and several others. The law holds the 
bondsmen of salcon keepers liable for any 
damages that may result in saloons, and 
Mrs. Davis thus makes a number of re- 
sponsible men co-defendants, because they 
are on the bonds of the men who won the 
embezzled money. Her attorneys say there 
is no question about recovering the money, 
for the losses can be proved by men of un- 
impeachable character who witnessed game 
after game in which Davis played, and 
that he was often so intoxicated that he 
could not possibly have known what he 
was doing. 

They also claim that they will prove by 
habitues of the saloons where Davis gam- 
bled that there was an understanding 
among the gamblers that Davis was al- 
ways to be got drunk before a game was 
suggested, and that the -_ who treated 
at the bar and those who induced him to 
go to the saloons received a part of the 
money that he lost in the games. It is 
said that some of the ‘“‘cappers’’ for the 
gamblers were men of means as well as 
character in the community, and this phase 
of the testimony promises to be highly sen- 
sational, as it will bring men into court 
whom no one has ever suspected of be- 
ing anything but the quiet, sober business 
man which he professed to be in daylight. 

Davis had a mania for gambling which is 
rarely equaled, and he played anything 
which promised excitement. Faro, roulette, 
poker, seven-up, craps, anything so it was 
a game of chance, always found him will- 
re 3 to risk money and risk more than any 
other person in the game. He has been 
known to enter a saloon, order some one 
to shuffle the cards and then bet $100 or $200 
that he could draw out a certain card with. 
out looking at the face. As a rule he lost, 
but he always paid the bet with a smile 
and seemed to take as much pleasure in 
losing as in winning. A _ characteristic 
ame at Dillard's saloon one night Is to be 
neg out at the coming trial. Davis en- 
tered the saloon and suggested to Dillard 
that they have a game of ‘‘21'’ for $10. He 
lost and the next doubled the stake. 

Losing and doubling every time, the game 
closed with Davis $1100 loser. On many 
occasions his losses reached $2000 or $3000 
a night, but he never showed any temper 
and always left the saloon with the same 
ew | that wreathed his lips when he en- 
tered. 

Business and professional men who are 
likely to be compromised when the sults 
come to trial have been working to effect 
a settlement, but Mrs. Davis has refused 
to consider any pr sition that does not 
include the ~ayment of ever cent of the 

,000 for which she sues. It is practically 
mpossible for the gamblers to se this 
sum without sacrificing some of their prop- 
erty, and there is, therefore, no prospect 
of a settlement, 

Whether they carried out their threat to 
have Davis arrested is not known, but a
